The safest and most profitable invest- 
ment that con anywhera be found at 
this time for money, tbe ufc of which is 
not needed for a few jears, is iu the 

?nroha8e of well selected real estate., 
'his general fact probably uo intelligent 
man would dispute, tlioupli Fomo men 
deny the apphoatiou to particular coses 
when it does not suit their interests. It 
is well recognized tliat nal cstafo falls 
faster, as a rule, and further when times 
are good, than any other kind of prop- 
erty of real and solid value. The in- 
trinsic value changes on'y with tlie 
growth of a community or 8tate, or the 
improvement of means of communication; 
so that for lavMliiction or us? in residence 
or in commerce the value may increase 
raiu.]]y and greatly, but can decrease 
slowly and modonitely. But the price, 
on thti contrurv, depends upon a market 
that is more Variable than almost any 
Other. At times real estate is wholly 
nnsalea))Ie, no matter what its real 
value or its nxic>' may be. At other 
times it is the ol j< ct of the wildest 
speculation, with a very little reference 
to the present legitimat ; demand. As a 
jousequence when real estate is not 
wanted, it sells for a song or not at all; 
out when it is wante'^1, there is scarcely 
any limit to its pi ice. Hence, loug- 
hmded men are always on the alert to 
get^ possession of real estate after every 
perio«l of great dtpression; to such 
shrewd purchases the w hole or great part 
of almost every colossal fortune may be 
traced. We are ju>t emcrgiug from a 
period of unexampletl i)ro.stration. Ihe 
price of real estate lias fallen, as it 
nsnally does at such times, in greater 
ratio than that of almost any other class 
of property of substantial character. Now, 
if ever, the purchase of real estate may 
be considered certain to yield excep- 
tionally large profits, if the property is 
judiciously selected. 

Another fact, which, as a general one 
no intelligent man will deny, is that the 
advance in the x^rice, as a rule, is certaui 
to be greater in Western than in Eastern 
real estate. Western States and cities 
are growing rapidly; Eastern slowly. 
Every man knows the fact, and immense 
volumes of statistics could be given to 
prove or illustrat^^ it; and yet there are 
some men who refuse to admit the 
obvious consequence. New Tork City is 
growing in population at the rate of. 
seven per cent, iu five years, and the 
State at the rate of 7.2 per cent., while 
Chicago or St. Louis gains SO or 60 per 
cent., and Kansas 100 per cent., and yet 
some persons refuse to see that the 
value of property in the Western city or 
State is certain to increase in the long 
run, and, as a rule, more rapidly than 
the Eastern. New railroads and greater 
reduction in the rates of frdght are con- 
stantly adding enormously to the value 
of Western property, and as vet sojjotent 
are interested motives in blinding men, 
that there are some who still insist that 
real estate loans in Western cities and 
Sta'e.s, as a rule, are less safe than loans 
on Eastern property, where multiplication 
of roads is slow, and tends mainly to 
divert residents and industries from 
cities that are already over-crowded. — 
New rcrk lUOflio,

A riea for the Nose IJiog. 

The National Indian Association's 
Jimmai contains a curious com- 
munication from the pen of Hamid Ali, 
entitled •'A Tiea for the Nose-liing," 
Thia ornament, called in India tho 
••nuth,*'i8 commended by the learned 
writer as a nfyst charming ornament, 
adding much to the attractions of the 
ladies, who now wear it in a great many 
parts of India. Tim ring is described 
as being made of gold or silver, accord- 
ing to the means of the wearer, and 
measuring nearly fotir inches in circum- 
ference. It lias one or two pearls strung 
upon it, and is hxed iu this manner on 
the nose: One end of the metal is 
passed through a hole bored insi le altout 
the middle (i tlie right nostril of the 
nose, and is then inserted into a small 
cavity in the other end of the metal des- 
tined to receive it. It is the rxclu^ivc 
privilege of married womtu to wear this 
decoration, but single ladies console 
.themselves by rearing an inferior sub- 
fstitute for it about one-third of the ^-i/.o. 
If the ring in lost the hole in the nos- 
tril is apt to close up: and the young 
ladies whose rings aif niislaiil have a 
way of putting driod grass int > the 
aperture to keep it open. The boring 
of the nostril generally takes place when 
the girl is about five or six years old. 
A company assemble and sweetmeats 
are distributed, the patient receiving 
the lion's share, and being encouraged 
by well-meant comments on the part of 
spectators. The "nuth " was originally 
a purely Hindoo ornament, but is now 
worn by ^.[ahonietans al-o, esp >eiaily in 
the Northwestern i>rovinces. •'It gives," 
as Hamid AH contends, ** such an ele- 
gance and charm to the face, as it hangs 
from the nose and kisses the hps, as can- 
not be secured in any other way. And, 
to do it full justice,' it makes the face 
look much more beautiful and attractive 
than a pound of powder and a full hour's 
making up of the eyes and the hair 
toilet of some English ladies could pos- 
sibly do, leaving the waste of time and 
money iu the latter case out of the ques- 
tion.*'^

Dr. Chinu, who 
WJ8 chairman of the meeting stated 
thnt fifteen years ago the- association 
had nearly 150 members. A coind- 
dence is that in 1S7S there were "o 
present, and ".■) deaths reported ; in 1S79, 
25 present and 2") deaths; in IS80, 15 pres- 
ent and 15 deaths ; loSl, 14 present and 13 
deaths, and the present meetings present 
and 9 deaths. 



A BIO subsidy scheme was started last 
week in the United States Senate l>y the 
introduction of a joint resolution providing 
for the appointment of a commission on 
the revival of international commerce and 
the building of steamships suitable for 
naval purposes. The commission is to 
inquire into the practicability and expedi- 
ency of securing the construction in the 
United States of iron or steel screw steam- 
ers, upon such models and with such 
strength and speed that they may be easily 
converted into armed ships of war it 
needed. The commission is to judge of 
the advisability of encouraging the main- 
tenance of such vessels by means of sub- 
sides. If the government enters this field 
we shall have the pleasure of yearly cliron- 
icling an extra series of log-rollin;j: l)il!s, 
and possibly a few more "star route inves- 
t'gatlons." 



The high price of betf all over the 
c ountry is attributed to four caust'S. The 
fir^jt is the enonntMis shiimients to Europe. 
Fjr eight or nine years j)ast the shipments 
of cattle have averaged 4,000 to 5,000 head 
per week from the three ports of New 
York, Boston and Philadelphia. Cuttle 
were being carried away and eaten faster 
thiui they were being bred. Not even the 
vast herds of Te.xas, Missouri a:. 1 other 
pirtsot the west, can as yet produce cat- 
t e enough annually to keep up wiiii the 
demand, especially if the production is af- 
fected by any exceptionally unfavorable 
circumstances. The seco.id cau.se is that 
two winters ago we had a remarkably se- 
vere season. It is not an over-estimate 
to say that fully half a million head of 
Cittle perished that winter from cold and 
hunger in the west. The third cause is 
the excessive drouth that prevailed last 
■ammer and the summer before. Last 
Hill^r it was so bad in many cattle 
growing districts in the west that stock 
had to be driven six or eight miles daily 
for water. Of course under such condi- 
tions it was impossible to fatten them or 
put any flesh on them. The best that 
oooM bf hopfd fqr them wap that they 
would •xist Tbesft are th« oauMi luuBsd 
lor the present high prioes, and are 
probably tb«>triii oaii. 



NEWS BREVITIES. 

The graduating exercises at Princeton 
College were begu.\ by the dedication of 
Marqnand Chapel. 

Chas. F. Vandebrark, while swimming 
in the Muskingum River, near Zanesville, 
Oirfo, was drowned. 

Isaac W. Fa^it, a pioneer, and probably 

the oldest resident of Decatur county, 
Indiana, died on Friday, a^cnl seventy-five 
years. 

The body of Thomas Daly the tenth 

victim of the Pdu'ue's lliiu disaster, nt 
Indianapolis, was recovered last Saturday 
night. 

The Shenandoah Valley Railroad, ex- 
ten 'liiitr trnm Roar.oke, \'irj^inia to Ilagers- 
town Maryland, was opened for travel 
Monday. 

Henry Hudilleston, colored, was lynched 
at Winchester, Tennessee, Sunday night, 
for raping the widow Vaughn, the night 
before. * 

While attempting to board a train of 
cars at Dayton, 0., Sunday, John, Stultz, a 
farmer, was so badly crusiied he is not ex- 
pected to live. 

Tlie National Division Sons of Tem- 
perance of North America, including the 
Diilish rrovince- aii'l the islands of the 
seas, will meet at Concord, New Hamp- 
shire, on the V2th of July. 

In the Vienna che.ss tournament the 
score of the leading competitr.rs, after 
thirty-six rounds, stands: ^Mackenzie; 
Steinitz and Winawere 21 A each. Mason, 
21, Zutkertort 20^, Dlackburne, IS}, Ware 
10. 

A son of John Woods, of Rochester, Pa., 
T/ho had been missing for several days 
was found drowned in the river, at that 

Klace. ^Sunday. A sister, nfHicted with 
eart disease,'die<l from grief at her broth- 
er's mysterious absence. 

Harry, only son of ex-congressman Fin- 
ley, of Bucyrus, Ohio, committed sucide, 
Sunday mornir.g, by shooting himst^lf in 
the head. He was a s:raduate at tiie Naval 
Academy at Annapolis, and has held the 
position of Midshipman in the navy until 
a short time before his death, when he re- 
signed. 

Enterprising urchins in New York City, 
are enzaged in gathering cigar stumps from 
the sidewalks and gutters, which they sell 
I to persons who dry and afterwards use 
them in the manufacture of cigarettes. 
These facts were developed in a case be- 
fore Justice White> at the Harlem police 
court, lately. 

The Parnell-Dlllon Land League, of St. 
Louis, at a meeting a Sunday, adopted tlie 
following resolution : "That wetendt r to 
our sister leaguers of Cleveland every en- 
couraaement in their struggles against a 
prejudiced elegy as well as plundering 
landlords, and earnestly beseeching them 
to stand flrm'y by their country and their 
Go.l, ri garllei^s of any vulgar tira<les, even 
when mouthed in the robes of abused re- 
ligion." 

Latest advices from the section traversed 

by the cyclone, in Iowa, are ot the most 
distressing charccter. At Grinnell Vjotii 
buildings of the Iowa College were blown 
down, and about one-third Of the houses 
in the place were wreckeil or badly dam- 
aged. The nnmin'r of persons killed are 
estimated at one hundred, and there are 
about ont* hundred and fifty badlv injured 
now under the care ot physicians. From 
Malcon similar reports are received, seven 
dead boilics havins l»een recover* d and 
many reported batlly hurt. Railway trains 
were blown from the track and demolish- 
ed, and houses and barns carried befoie 
the wind and scattered in every direction. 

Michael Divitt arrived nt New York 
Saturday ni!.dit on the steamship Ger- 
manic. Owing to the delay in the arrival 
of the steamer, the public demonstration 
arranged in his honor was dispensed 
with. To reporters who called upon him 
he defined his ]>ositioii on the Irish ques- 
tion, and explained the object of his visit 
as two-fold: flrst, to contradict rumors of 
a split in the Land League movement, or 
likelihood of there being a ditierence be- 
tween Parnell and himself; second, to ex- 
plain the work done in Ireland by ttie 
Ladies' Land League in sustaining of the 
evicted people,buildingof houses aiul main- 
tainence in law courts of tenants' rights. 
His plans include a series of twelve lec- 
tures in the principal cities, under the au- 
spices of a committee of the Land League. 
Davitt will return at the expiration of two 
weeks in order to hold a conference with 
Parnell and other leaders, after the passage 
of the Ooercloa Bill.

Erotracted situations, raiely touch the 
eart, partly because the actors can not 
keep themselves for so long to the proper 
pitch, partly because the sx^^c^S'tors con 
not keep up their symi)athy so Ions for 
what they know— though a fli^i of 
genius may make them tor an instai\t 
forget it— to be but fictitious woo. Thus 
patnos, no matter how beautiful its ex- 
pression, to bo truly elVectivo on the 
ata^e, to be truly elective un vwhere in 
Action, should always be brief. And it 
should always be born, not ma le. Brev- 
ity and naturalness are the essential 
qualities of pathos. Wlien it lacks these 
two it becomes sentiment Tlie moment 
we begin to reason about it, the moment 
we begin to ask ourselves whether this 
oonld really have happened this way or 
that, then we mi^ kuow that pathos haa 
left the scene ana sentiment comes on. 
To liuut in highways and byways tor a 
sigh, to exhaust nature and art for a 
tear, is the only act of tlie man who has 
no feeling for the real sorrows of hu- 
manity. Even where one finds a trace 
of pathos, how often does it not lose 
half its effect, become finally lo.-t l)y 
repetition? The nail is hammered again 
Md^ again until the head is knocked 
away and the pohit blunted.
